CHAIRMAN ON NEED OF LOANS 


Five hundred delegates attended the Con- 
ce. The attendance included repre- 
sentatives. from. the Irish. -Agricultaral 
Organisation Society, cow testing inspectors, 
cow testing instructors, members of the 
Irish Creamery Managers’ Association, and 
delegates from : the following:,, counties :— 
Waterford (11 districts), Limerick (15), 
Clare (2), Offaly (1), Tipperary (15).

Mr. P. J. Hogan, Minister for Lands aad 
Agriculture; Mr. D. Twomey and Mr. Mey- 
rick, Department of Agriculture; Senator Sir 
John Keane, and L. Dalton, T.D., were also 
present. 

The Chairman, Mr. P. P. Moloney, Tippe- 
rary, extended to the members of Congress 
a Cead Mile Failte. Alluding to the 
presence of the Minister of Agriculture, he 
remarked that if the agricultural legislation 
recently passed was to bear its full measure 
of success, Mr. Hogan. would have to help the 
farmer to put his house in order. That 
could be done by means of loans from the 
Board of Works, as in the -past. 

The annual report of the Executive Com- 
mittee stated that there were in the Free 
State about 1,250,000 dairy cows, and that 
non-pedigree dairy cattle comprised fully 98 
per cent. of thetotal. Only 3 per cent of the 
dairy cows were regularly tested to ascertain 
their yields of milk and butter fat, while 
“wild horses could not drag from our 
Government more than a miserable grant of 
£12,000 or £14,000 (or 24d. for each of our 
dairy cows) for the purpose of extending the 
scheme of cow testing.”” If adopted, that 
scheme would add £7,000,000 to the income 
of dairy farmers in a short time. At present 
there were 178 cow testing associations, with 
a membership of 3,527 and 43,250 cows on 
test. Twenty-five new associations had been 
formed during the past year, and 7,200 addi- 
tional cows had been placed on test. 

The report and statement of accounts 
having been adopted, Mr. Nicholas Fitz- 
gerald, Bonmahon, Co. Waterford, incoming 
President, took the = chair. Senator 
MacLysaght was-elected Vice-President. Mr.

MINISTER’S ADDRESS. 


Mr. ‘Hogan, having expressed his pleasure 
at being able to discuss agricultural problems 
with such a body as that, dealt specially 
with the Dairy Produce Act and Live Stock 
Breeding Bill. Some creameries, he said, 
made choice butter and got fancy prices for 
it. A long step forward would be taken if 
they could see that every consignment of 
butter would be first-class of its kind; that 
it would fetch ‘the best price in‘its market, 
and that a proper share of that price would 
go to the farmer. It should not be assumed 
that because of that legislation they would 
secure a monopoly in the markets, because 
legislation of a similar kind was being in- 
trodtced abroad Legislation would merely 
enable Irish dairy produce to hold its own 
in the markets of the world. They could 
not afford to put an Act into operation and 
merely leave things as they were. The De- 
partment of Agriculture would stand ready 
to co-operate wherever it could be shown 
om its co-operation was necessary or desir- 
able. 

With regard to the. Dairy Produce Act, 
there was a distinction between registered 
‘and non-registered premises. -Préntises that 
required to be registered were creameries, 
factories, and those. of manufacturing ex- 
porters. Premises that did. not require to 
be registered were those of farmers who did 
not make butter for export. To both classes 
of premises certain conditions applied— 
namely, those of cleanliness, order and suit- 
ability. A most important condition in that 
connection was the requirement for a mini- 
mum standard of machinery and equipment. 
There was an appeal against every con- 
dition except want of cleanliness. 

“We realise,” said Mr. Hogan, “that ve 
cannot administer the Act efficiently unless 
we have the co-operation of all concerned. 
We are anxious to get the advice of all con- 
cerned, and we hope that the consulting 
council will be one important medium for 
zetting this advice. I am insisting that the 
best men representing every interest will be 
on that council. Any Minister who would 
turn down the. advice of such a counci! would 
find -his ition impossible.”’ 

Regarding the Live Stock Breeding Biil 
which he hoped would he law by the end of 
February, Mr. Hogan said that after the 
appointed day no bull except a licensed bull 
could stand for service, A bull could be re- 
fused & licence because it was calculated to 
beget inferior stock, or because it was dis- 

or was unsuitable to the district. The 
‘ast point, though least important, had caused 
most confusion. It would not be sound policy 
to allow non-Kerry hulls into Kerry breeding 
districts, or a bull like the Jersey or Friesian 
mto Limerick. There was no warranty for 
the theory ‘that the Departmént would aot 
licence any but pure bred bulls. 
There were at present in the country 35,000 
bulls, of which 3,000 only were pure bred. 
The remainder were practically all short- 
horns, and all of them could get a licence if 
they were not diseased or otherwise defec- 
tive. Cross-bred Hereford or Abetdeen 
Angus would not be licensed, not hecausé 
they were non-pedigree, but because they 
were calculated to beget inferior produce.
